Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  a  report  (condensed  because  of  the  war) 
covering  the  year  1943. 

Despite  the  war  and  resultant  staffing  difficulties,  your  services 
underwent  considerable  development  and  extension  in  1943.  A 
few  of  the  major  changes  may  be  listed  here  : — 

(1)  During  the  autumn  and  winter  of  1943,  the  administration 
of  the  Fever  Hospital  and  the  methods  of  treatment  employed 
therein,  were  revised.  The  main  alterations  are  mentioned  in 
the  body  of  this  report  ;  suffice  it  here  to  say  that  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  scarlet  fever  alone,  some  1,531  days  of  hospitalization 
(or  about  £950)  were  saved  in  1943  by  the  changes. 

(2)  The  Ravensdale  Day  Nursery  was  opened  in  January, 
and  the  Bull  Farm  Day  Nursery  in  March. 

(3)  To  relieve  congestion  at  St.  John  Street  Centre,  a  new 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  was  opened  in  September,  at  St.  Lawrence’s 
Church  Hall. 

(4)  In  November  you  decided  to  increase  your  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  services  by  nearly  fifty  per  cent.  Since, 
however,  the  increases  did  not  become  effective  until  April  of 
1944,  the  beneficial  effects  of  these  extensions  will  not  be  fully 
apparent  until  1945. 

(5)  A  reasonable  amount  of  diphtheria  immunization  was 
undertaken  in  1943,  and  in  the  autumn  plans  were  made  for 
a  considerable  campaign  to  be  conducted  in  1944. 

Many  desirable  improvements  and  extensions  will  obviously 
have  to  wait  until  the  end  of  the  war  ;  but  a  study  of  the  vital 
statistics  for  1943,  and  of  the  developments  of  your  services  in  that 
year  suggests  no  cause  for  undue  alarm.  The  most  unpleasant 
features  of  the  year  are  a  slight  rise  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate, 
a  slight  increase  in  the  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and 
an  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  influenza,  scarlet  fever,  and  measles  ; 
but  none  of  these  is  surprising  in  the  fourth  year  of  war. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  your  kind  help  and  support  in  all  matters 
affecting  the  vital  issues  of  Health  ;  to  thank  the  Staff  generally 
for  loyal  co-operation  ;  and  to  express  my  particular  gratitude  to 
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five  people  who  did  a  great  deal  to  smooth  the  path  of  a  new  Medical 
Officer, — His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Chairman  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  ;  Mrs.  Councillor  Marriott,  Chairman  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  ;  Dr.  Caley,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  ;  Mr.  Allman,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  ;  and  Mr.  Hardwick, 
Chief  Clerk.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

(a)  The  “  Natural  Increase  ”  (i.e.,  the  excess  of  Births  over 
Deaths)  amounted  to  372,  as  compared  with  312  in  the  previous 
year. 

(b)  The  Birth-rate  is  19.5,  compared  with  17.6  in  1942  and 
14.9  in  1941.  The  Birth-rate  is  the  highest  recorded  in  Mansfield 
since  1925.  A  study  of  Table  V  will  show  that  the  birth-rate 
compares  favourably  with  that  of  the  country  generally  and  with 
that  of  towns  of  similar  size. 

(c)  The  proportion  of  Illegitimate  Births  has  increased  from 
4.3%  of  all  births  in  1942,  to  5.88%  in  1943  :  a  result  of  war  con¬ 
ditions. 

(d)  The  number  of  Still-Births  has  decreased  from  40  in 
1942,  to  26  in  1943. 

(e)  The  General  Death-rate  shows  a  rising  trend  : — 

1941  ....  ....  10.3  per  1,000  of  Civilian  population. 

1942  ....  ....  11.0  per  1,000  do. 

1943  ....  ....  11.4  per  1,000  do. 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  does  not  mean  that  more  people 
are  dying  ;  it  simply  means  that  more  healthy  people  are  entering 
the  Forces.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  (530)  was  only  5  more 
than  in  1942.  Table  V  provides  comparable  figures  for  the  country 
generally. 

(f)  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  risen  from  47.7  per  1,000 
live  births  in  1942,  to  55.4  in  1943.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1943  is  49.0. 

This  rise  is  very  regrettable,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
extension  of  your  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  which  you 
sanctioned  in  November,  1943  (and  which  become  effective  in 
April,  1944),  may  help  to  check  the  increase.  Adverse  factors 
include  shortage  of  houses  with  resultant  overcrowding,  paucity 
of  hospital  accommodation,  and  war  conditions  generally. 

(g)  As  compared  with  1942,  the  Maternal  Death  Rate  has 
fallen  by  approximately  30%.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
number  of  ladies  confined  in  hospital  has  risen  from  164  to  218,  an 
increase  of  about  30%.  As  Table  V  will  show,  the  Maternal  Death 
Rate  remains  higher  than  the  average  rate  for  the  country.

DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 

The  sterling  value  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is 
revealed  by  the  following  figures  : — 

At  1st  January,  1943,  Mansfield  contained  5,539  children 
under  fifteen  years  who  had  been  protected  against  diphtheria 
and  5,098  children  who  had  not  been  protected.  During  1943, 
20  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  unprotected  group,  and  no 
cases  in  the  protected  group.  (There  were  also  9  cases  in  unpro¬ 
tected  adults,  making  a  total  of  29  cases  in  all.) 

Since  protected  and  unprotected  children  had  equal  chances 
of  coming  in  contact  with  diphtheria,  it  appears  that  during  1943, 
immunization  prevented  22  cases  of  diphtheria.  In  other  words, 
immunization  saved  917  days  of  hospital  treatment,  and  saved 
the  rate-payers  of  Mansfield  approximately  £570,  in  addition  to 
saving  22  children  from  needless  suffering. 

Throughout  the  year  immunization  clinics  were  held  at  fort¬ 
nightly  intervals,  and  the  value  of  immunization  was  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  public  by  posters,  leaflets,  and  verbal  propaganda 
by  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  ;  but  the  retiral  of  Dr.  Wilson 
in  April,  the  gap  before  the  arrival  of  his  successor,  and  general 
shortage  of  staff,  all  combined  to  make  a  major  campaign  impossible. 
However,  during  the  last  months  of  1943,  plans  were  laid  for  a 
considerable  campaign  in  1944.

EPIDEMICS. 


After  four  years  of  war  one  might  expect  that  the  general 
resistance  would  be  lowered  and  that  infections  would  be  widespread. 
It  is,  therefore,  pleasant  to  record  that  only  three  infectious  diseases 
were  at  all  prevalent  in  the  Borough.  Details  of  notifications  are 
given  in  Table  II. 

The  three  prevalent  infections  were  : — 

(1)  Scarlet  Fever.  A  considerable  epidemic  occurred  in  this 
portion  of  the  country  in  the  late  autumn  of  1943,  and  continued 
into  the  spring  of  1944.  During  1943,  177  cases  were  notified  in 
Mansfield,  and  172  of  these  were  treated  in  the  Fever  Hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths  and  no  serious  complications. 

(2)  Measles.  264  Cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  with 
four  deaths.  Only  5  of  these  cases  were  treated  in  hospital.  In 
view  of  the  appreciable  mortality  rate  of  measles,  and  of  the  severe 
nature  of  its  complications,  it  will  be  desirable  (as  soon  as  conditions 
permit  of  the  securing  of  the  necessary  medical  staff),  to  hospitalize 
a  much  larger  percentage  of  the  cases  of  measles. 

(3)  Influenza.  During  the  epidemic  of  December,  there 
occurred  about  4,000  cases  of  this  non-notifiable  disease.  The 
cases  were  mostly  mild,  and  there  were  few  complications.  The 
epidemic  afforded  opportunity  for  collaboration  of  the  Health 
Services,  the  General  Practitioners,  the  British  Red  Cross,  and  the 
W.V.S.,  and  the  co-operation  was  excellent. 


FOREST  FEVER  HOSPITAL. 

Staff  (as  at  31st  December)  : 

1  Matron,  2  Sisters,  3  Staff  Nurses,  6  Student  Nurses  ;  5  resident 
domestic  staff,  10  Non-resident  Domestics  ;  2  Gardeners,  1  Boiler- 
man,  and  1  Ambulance  Driver. 

Innovations  : 

(a)  To  minimise  infections  among  the  staff,  the  practice  was 
instituted  in  September,  1943,  of  testing  all  new  nurses  for  suscep¬ 
tibility  to  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever,  and  of  immunizing  those 
who  were  not  already  immune. 

(b)  Among  alterations  in  treatment  may  be  mentioned  the 
introduction  in  September  of  the  serum  treatment  of  scarlet  fever. 
This  treatment  appreciably  reduces  the  length  and  the  severity 
of  the  illness. 
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(c)  From  October  the  period  of  hospitalization  of  uncomplicated 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  was  reduced  to  four  weeks.  This  reduction 
was  not  attended  by  any  increase  in  the  number  of  return  cases. 
As  a  result  of  this  measure  the  average  stay  in  hospital  was  reduced 
from  the  1942  figure  of  39.6  days  to  32.04  days — representing  a 
saving  of  1,531  days  of  hospital  treatment,  or  approximately  £950.

In  1943  the  number  of  claims  submitted  by  medical  practitioners 
on  Medical  Aid  forms  was  78,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  £114 
18s.  6d. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1943,  the  sum  of 
£792  16s.  3d.  was  received  by  the  Municipal  Midwives  and  paid 

to  the  Borough  Treasurer. 

The  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  births  in  1942  and 
1943,  made  it  essential  that  the  number  of  municipal  midwives  be 
extended.  (Note. — Increase  of  the  number  of  municipal  midwives 
to  9  was  sanctioned  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  period 
covered  in  this  Report.) 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


In  November  you  approved  of  a  widespread  extension  of  your 
services,  involving  two  additional  infant  welfare  sessions  weekly, 
one  additional  ante-natal  session  weekly,  employment  of  part-time 
medical  staff  to  conduct  these  clinics,  engaging  of  a  fourth  health 
visitor,  and  employment  of  two  additional  clerks.  Since,  however, 
these  extensions  did  not  take  effect  until  April,  1944,  the  figures 
here  presented  refer  to  the  unextended  services,  with  the  partial 
exception  of  St.  Lawrence’s  Centre  (mentioned  below). 

Births  and  Deaths. 

Birth-rate,  Stillbirth-rate  and  Infantile  Death-rate  will  be 
found  in  the  “  Vital  Statistics  ”  in  an  earlier  portion  of  this  Report.
